The second coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ for His church is one of the great- 
est themes of the New Testament Word 
of God. It is said that one out of every 
thirty verses in the new Testament re- 
fers to this subject; further, that for every 
mention of the first coming of Jesus 
Christ, His Second Coming is mentioned 
eight times, 


Let us hear the testimony of the New 
Testament on this subject. Jesus Himself 
said, “If I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you unto 
myself, that where I am, there ye may 
be also.” John 14:3. Again, in John 21:22 
we read, “Jesus saith unto him (Peter), 
If I will that he tarry till I come, what 
is that to thee? follow thou me.”

| Referring to the time when He shall 
(return to the earth with His saints, John 
ithe Revelator states: “Behold, he cometh 
‘with clouds; and every eye shall see him: 
‘and all kindreds of the earth shall wail 
because of him. Even so, Amen.” Rev. 


_ It has been said that death is the sec- 
ond coming of Christ, but this cannot 
be so, for the events which are to ac- 
company His return do not occur when 
we die. Others have contended that Jesus 
ame when the Holy Spirit was_out- 
poured on the Day of Pentecost. There 
‘is, to be sure, a sense in which Jesus re- 
turned when the Holy Spirit was poured 
out. However, He did not return in the 
way in which the Scriptures speak of 
His second coming. Nor did the events 
provhecied of occur at that time. It is 
to be noted further that many of the 
promises and prophecies regarding His 
second coming were not given until 
long after the Day of Pentecost. We 
would refer the reader to Phil. 3:20, 21; 
2 Tim. 4:8; 1 Thess. 4:16, 17; 1 Cor. 15: 
51, 52. It has been said that Christ re- 
turned when Jerusalem was destroyed 
in 70 A.D., but again it must be said that 
there was an absence of many of the 
events which the Scriptures plainly teach 
will take place at His second coming. It 
is interesting to note that the following 
Scriptures were written later than 70 
A.D. Here they are: John 21:22 “Jesus 
saith unto him, If I will that he tarry till 
I come, what is that to thee? follow thou 
me.” The other is Rev. 22:20, “He which 
testifieth these things saith, Surely I come 
quickly. Amen. Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus.” 
The Bible teaches that not every one is 
going to die before the Lord returns. 
Some will be living and will see Him 
when He comes. This is what the Apostle 
Paul calls a mystery. Says he, “Behold, I 
shew you a mystery; We shall not all 
sleep, (die), but we shall all be changed. 
In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
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sound, and the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible, and we shall be changed.” 
Think of it! Some will not die; some will 
be changed and will go to be with the 
Lord without dying. And _ concerning 
those who have already died, those who 
die “in Christ” will be likewise changed 
in a moment, and in the twinkling of an 
eye shall be clothed with immortality 
and incorruptibility, and so shall we be 
forever with the Lord. 


The Scriptures declare that these 
bodies of ours will be changed, trans- 
formed so that they will be fashioned 
like unto His glorious body. It is our 
belief that there will not only be a bodily 
transformation but a spiritual transfor- 
mation of those who are in Christ as well, 
for we read in 1 John 3:2, “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and doth not 
yet appear what we shall be: but we 
know that, when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see him 
as he is.” 


When the Lord returns for His peo- 
ple He will reward them for their faith- 
fulness. Salvation is by grace through 
faith. It is the free gift of God freely 
bestowed on all who believe. But the 
Word of God teaches that in addition 
to this free gift of salvation, the Lord 
will give rewards to those who have 
been faithful in their service to Him. 
We read in 1 Cor. 3:18-15, “Everu man’s 
work shall be made manifest: for the 
day shall declare it, because it shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work of what sort it is. If 
any man’s work abide ... he shall re- 
ceive a reward. If any man’s work shall 
be burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved; yet so as by fire.” 
Hear the Lord Jesus as recorded in Rev. 
22:12 “And, behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me, to give everu 
man according as his work shall be.” 
Thus we see that the second coming of 
Christ will be a time of judgment for 
the saints of God, not judgment for sin, 
for that occurred on Calvary’s cross, 
but judgment for their works from the 
time they were saved until the time of 
the Lord’s return. 

We do not know the dav nor the hour 
of His return, but we know that by the 
signs of the times His coming draweth 
nigh. Jesus said, “Take ye heed, watch 
and pray: for ye know not when the 
time is.” Mk. 13:38. Let us be ready, 
therefore, with our lamps trimmed and 
burning, ever “looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ.”

Lessons from the Spider

Some time ago in Oakland, Pas- 
tor Krogstad preached an_ interesting 
Sunday evening sermon in which he in- 
troduced the text, “The spider taketh 
hold with her hands, and is in kings’ 
palaces.” Proverbs 30:28. He told us 
some interesting things about spiders, 
and brought out, for the edification of 
his congregation, some very practical 
lessons. It made me think of a time fifty 
years ago when I preached a sermon on 
that text, and I recalled, as Pastor Krog- 
stad was preaching, the outline I had 
used. It was fully fixed in my mind, as 
several times afterwards I repeated the 
sermon on other occasions. I used the 
letters S-P-I-D-E-R to stand for certain 
characteristics of the spider that ought 
co characterize each of us: 

S—skill 

P—perseverance 

I—industry 

D—duty 

EK—energy 

R—royalty 

1 remarked that spiders are skillful. 

No body who has watched a spider 
weave a web will call the assertion into 
question. The spider is made skillful by 
the Creator; man becomes skillful as a 
result of making proper use of his abil- 
ities and his time. The perseverance ot 
the spider has been witnessed by those 
who have seen her web destroyed and 
have then watched her as she proceeded 
tw; weave another, apparently undiscour- 
«ged by what had taken place. Persever- 
ance, as well as skill, is important if we 
are to succeed. Industry also character- 
izes the spider, whether the industry 
evidences itself in the weaving of a web 
or in the attempt to catch a fly or some 
other insect that, to the spider, is one of 
the essentials of existence, and therefore 
worthy of the employment of her indus- 
try. When we have said of a man that he 
is industrious we have said much, but 
not everything. What is he industrious 
in endeavoring to bring about? Some- 
thing that is one of the essentials, or of 
considerable importance, or something 
that ought not to be brought about at 
all, or that is of very minor value? The 
spider may not know what duty is; 
nevertheless she is dutiful in being de- 
voted to her task, whatever her task may 
be. She is instinctively dutiful. We 
should be intelligently dutiful as the re- 
sult of a right choice. The spider exer- 
cises energy. It may be small, but the 
term energy is a relative term, it matters 
not how we may use it, unless indeed we 
are speaking of the energy of God which 
is unlimited. Even then it may be said 
that the term is relative. The energy of 
the spider is insignificant when com- 
pared with the energy of the lion, but it

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Our Time is Raw Gold 


Take time to prepare for our work. The 
greater the work we are to do, the long- 
er preparation does God give us for it. 
How eager human nature is to get into 
en enterprise, or a field or work, before 
there is a thorough preparation. To be 
prepared for a great mission is a great 
deal more than to go through a school or 
to learn a trade. The preparation must go 
deeper and enter into the very qualities 
of the heart and will. There must be the 
patient endurance, the breadth of ap- 
prehension, the quickness and sweep of 
mental vision, the balancing of the judg- 
ment, the impartiality of decision, and a 
largeness of divine gentleness for those 
with whom we deal; an inexpressible 
preparation which oftentimes nothing 
but suffering or sorrow, or years of pa- 
tient waiting can develop in us. What 
world of knowledge we learn from God 
by studying how He deals with His crea- 
tion, and with His servants, in time con- 
sumed in preparing them for His pur- 
poses. He was eighty years training Mos- 
es for the work of forty. John the Baptist 
was thirty years preparing for the work 
of two years; and the incarnate God was 
thirty years getting ready for the ministry 
of three. 

It seems to have been the life mission 
of good old Simeon to hold the infant 
Jesus a few moments in his arms, and 
pronounce a glorious prophecy over Him; 
and he was over eighty years preparing 
for these few moments. 


What we call preparation for a life 
work is often so utterly human, and so 
stuffed with man-made theories, as to be 
a positive hindrance to the Holy Ghost. 
A preparation, according to God’s idea, 
involves many things beyond the grasp 
of our thoughts. A short work, with a 
thorough, divine preparation behind it, 
will accomplish more than a work of 
many years with only a human qualifica- 
tion for it. 

We should take time to keep recollect- 
ed in God. That is, to recollect who we 
are, where we are, what we are doing, 
and to keep before the mind the Divine 
Presence. This will cause us to move 
quietly and slowly, keeping pace with 
God’s will; it will give us poise of soul, 
calmness amid all circumstances, sweet- 
ness of spirit amid many provocations; 
it will prevent us from uttering rash 
words or forming harsh judgments, or 
giving too quick decisions, or by any 
impetuosity breaking the beautiful flow 
of the Holy Spirit through our hearts. 
How many thousands of times in our 
past lives we have seen that we made a 
bargain, or wrote a letter, or gave a de- 
cision, or uttered a rebuke, or in a prayer 
or conversation expressed thoughts just 
a little too soon; and that, if we had been 
perfectly dead to all our impetuosity, and 
in deep, quiet union with God, and tak- 
en time to move quietly and slowly in 
His will, almost infinitely better results 
would have been accomplished. 

Who of us are learning the art of 
walking slow in God’s time.

When one is saved and receives the 
blessed assurance that he is one of God’s 
elect, that person immediately enters into 
a continual warfare with the powers of 
darkness. A fight, not with flesh and 
blood, but against principalities and 
powers, the strongholds of Satan, ac- 
cording to Ephesians 6:12. 


In Ephesians 6:11 we are told to put 
on the whole armour of God that we may 
be able to withstand the wiles of the 
devil. The dictionary defines wiles as 
devices or tricks to fool a person. Here 
we learn that the enemy uses tricks to 
fool God’s children, causing them to err 
and to loss the blessings that God has 
for them. The chief source of that trouble 
lies in the negligence of tithing or giv- 
ing of ten per cent of our income to the 
work of the Lord. 


As a rule, the enemy has three dif- 
ferent ways to trick one into ignoring 
that part of God’s service. A favorite 
method is making one believe that it was 
the custom of the Old Testament days 


only and that we are now living under 
grace and free will offering. Does not 
Jesus Himself tell us in Luke 11:42 that 
we ought to tithe? Another excuse some 
have for not tithing is the fact that their 
income seems barely enough to live on, 
so they cast the financial burdens of their 
assemblies upon the few more prosperous 
brethren. If they would only stop to 
investigate, they would discover in most 
cases that prosperity is with those few 
because they do tithe. God’s Word never 
fails. He promises not only spiritual bless- 
ings that we can hardly contain, if we 
tithe, but likewise we will be supplied 
with sufficient goods of this world. “For 
the administration of this service not only 
supplieth the want of the saints, but is 
abundant also by many thanksgivings 
unto God. (2 Cor. 9:12) 

In 2 Corinthians 9:6 we learn that if 
our offerings are given sparingly, we 
also shall reap sparingly; but if we sow 
bountifully, we shall reap bountifully. 
Also in Proverbs 3:9-10:—“Honor the 
Lord with thy substance and with the 
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first fruits of all thine increase. 50 shail 


thy barns be filled with plenty.” 


Another method the enemy uses to 
keep. many from bringing their tithes 
into the storehouse is to confuse them 
between the meaning of the offerings 
and tithes. In Malachi 3:8 it tells us that 
we are robbing God, if we do not give 
offerings and tithes, but the word does 
not specify any particular place to give 
our offerings. It is from our offerings 
that we are to give to the poor and needy 
according to our financial standing, 
whatever we are led to so do. Offerings 
do not include tithes. Tithes come first. 
The first ten cents of every dollar we 
get is tithe money for God’s storehouse, 
the place we receive our spiritual needs. 
A storehouse is a base of supplies. If we, 
as God’s children, are to continue in this 
warfare against the powers of darkness, 
we must be kept fully supplied with 
fighting material. Wherever the Words 
of Life are put forth, there is God’s store- 
house, and the tithing goes toward the 
upkeep of said headquarters. 


In Malachi 3:10 God tells us to bring 
all tithes into the storehouse. No part 
of the tithing is to go otherwise. If the 
reader will notice, no mention is made 
of the destination of the offerings, either 
in verse 8 or 10. Now then, if all tithes 
are to go into the storehouse, we cer- 
tainly cannot claim the act of tithing 
when we give into other channels. That 
must be classed as offerings, and those 
offerings must come from the balance of 
our income after the first ten per cent is 
jaid aside as tithing for God’s storehouse, 
if we are to obey the will of God. We are 
robbing God if we do not give tithes and 
offerings according to Malachi 3:8, and 
we are due to miss much in the way of 
rewards in heaven. It has been proved 
in countless cases here on earth that 
diligent tithing has increased many fold 
the incomes of those who give. : 


Critics may ask how can God be rob- 
bed if we do not give. Let us first turn 
to Haggai 2:8 and read: “The silver is 
mine and the gold is mine saith the Lord 
of Hosts.” Then in Colossians 1:9: “All 
things were created by Him and for 
Him.” Again in Corinthians we learn: 
“The earth is the Lord’s, and the full- 
ness thereof.” 1 Cor. 10:26. 


Here the word tells us that not only 
the gold and silver is God’s, but the 
whole earth with all things included. If 
that is the case, then everything man 
touches belongs to God, but we are 
privileged to use the substance of this 
earth with the understanding that one 
tenth is to be brought into the store- 
house for the Owner. If a man had a 
fruit orchard and told some person he 
could pick it with the understanding that 
one box out of every ten was to be deliv- 
ered to the owners of the house, that 
person would be stealing if he kept it all. 

Surely then, we rob God if we hold 
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back what He asks for His use. He does 
not tell the consequences of selfishness, 
but He does tell of the blessings we de- 
rive from the act of tithing. It is the 
greatest financial bargain into which a 
man ever entered. It gives us those prec- 
ious blessings from above that no money 
could evey buy, and to think that it 
costs but ten cents of each dollar we get. 


Read again just what God promises in 
Malachi 3:10: “I will open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.” 


We receive not only the blessings from 
above, but according to Proverbs 3:9-10 
we are supplied with plenty of the needs 
of this world. So we find ourselves in a 
position where it is easy to tithe and 
also to give generously of offerings into 
whatever channels we are led to do so. 
For the pleasures of this world, the 
enemy demands a third of the average 
income. 


For the peace that passeth all under- 
standing (Philippians 4:7) and a portion 
that satisfies (Psalms 107:9) God asks 
for one tenth.

It is 
with real pleasure, therefore, that word 
is received from Prother Gortner that 
he expects to continue to write for Glad 
Tidings when his typewriter arrives in 
Florida. Because he has stored so much 
of the Word of God away on the shelves 
of memory, he has a rich storehouse from 
which to draw. The inability to get 
around very much unattended serves to 
vive stil] more time for meditation. From 
this circumstance comes the material 
given to us in articles each month. This 
taithfulness is yet another factor of in- 
spiration and blessing in our esteemed 
brother’s life and ministry.

MISSIONARY CONVENTIONS 


Bethel Tabernacle, East 14th and 25th 
Avenues, Oakland, reports the holding 
of its Tenth Annual Missionary Conven- 
tion, October 29 through November 5. 
Pastor Willard C. Peirce reports that 
there were five parts of Africa represent- 
ed in the convention, as well as India, 
China and South America. 


One theme seemed to prevail in every 


missionary’s talk. That is the prominent 
part now being taken by natioual work- 
ers in every mission field. The American 
or white missionary is establishing Bible 
schools and training the national worker. 
Then the national churches take over the. 
entire maintenance of local churches in 
some areas, and District Councils are 
tormed, with the missionaries as coun- 
sellors and helpers. As one missionary 
put it, “A few years ago we did not think 
indigenous missionary work was possible 
in our field. We feared to place the re- 
sponsibility of superintending the work 
in their hands; but along came the war, 
the missionary was forced to leave, and 
in the emergency the national workers 
have surprised us by the efficiency of 
their management and their long-range 
vision of evangelism. The reports that 
come to our office thrill our hearts to 
realize that what Paul did in establish- 
ing local churches is again happening in 
our various mission fields.” 


On the closing Sunday afternoon a 
missionary pageant presented 20 mis~ 
sionaries, mostly in native costumes. Pas- 
tor Peirce interviewed a representative 
of each mission field asking how Com- 
munism and the present world crisis was 
utfecting missionary work. The reports 
from every speaker were most encourag- 
ing Instoad of retrenching, missionary: 
work is going forward. But the crisis be- 
ing precipitated on every field by in- 
creased nationalism and war make it 
imperative that what we do for God 
must be done speedily. 


The Women’s Missionary Council 
presented a special display on Friday 
afternoon. During the year they had 
turned in over $200 cash into the mis- 
sionary treasury. And clothing, bedding, 
and othcr articles prepared by the ladies 
were estimated to exceed another $300 
in value. Numbers of boxes had been 
sent out throughout the year, and the 
large displav of goods on the platform 
was divided among a number of the 
miss onaries present to be sent to the 
field immediately. They also reported 
that a “Missionary Christmas Tree” serv- 
ice was held during September. A regular 
tree w'th its Christmas decorations was 
on the platform and all the people of 
the church brought in presents of cloth- 
ing, end materials to be sent to different 
missionary fields. Eight large boxes were 
pecked end sh*pped to different mission- 
eries and five more for national workers. 
The conservative estimate of the value 
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of these was over $150. Miss Eileen Ed- 
wards, missionary to India and assistant 
pastor at Bethel Tabernacle, directed 
the summer “Christmas tree” activities. 

Not only was the tenth annual con- 
vention held in Bethel Tabernacle, but 
in 12 other Assembly of God churches in 
the East Bay area simultaneous conven- 
tions were held. The following mission- 
aries cooperated in these conventions: 
Glen Horst and W. W. Simpson from 
China; from Nyassa Land, East Africa, 
Rev. and Mrs. Paul Wright; from French 
West Africa, Mrs. Harold Jones; from 
Gold Coast West Africa, Rev. and Mrs. 
Harold Lehmann and Rev. and Mrs. Mc- 
Nutt; from Sierra Leon, Miss Jennie 
Carlson; Herbert Felton from Lima, Peru, 
represented Latin America; with the 
Latin American Orphanage work pres- 
ented by Floyd Hawkins, Nelson Hin- 
man, and Morse Ward. India was repre- 
sented by Miss Eileen Edwards, Miss 


Berneice Lee, and Miss Edith Dutton. 
Mrs. John Jurgensen, who was just pre- 
paring to sail for Japan, also took part in 
some of the convention services. 

All of the pastors who cooperated in 
these conventions reported that their 
churches were spiritually stirred by the 
addresses anl the pictures and the field 
presented in their meetings. The pastors 
voted in their Monday luncheon on the 
6th of November that this tvpe of simul- 
taneous conventions should be held again 
next year. 

The cash offerings received in the 
various churches and divided among 
the various missionaries totaled over $1,- 
300 in addition, all the churches took 
their regular offerings which cover their 
regular missionary commitments and sent 
them through their regular channels. 
Another number of churches took pledges 
to encourage giving throughout the com- 
ing year. 


W. M. C. Work Appreciated in Distant Lands 


The North Bay sectional director, Mrs. 
A. J. Ruedger reports on the Women’s 
_ Missionary Council rally held at Peta- 
luma: “In spite of wet and stormy weath- 
er there was a splendid turn-out, well 
over a hundred attending. Brother and 
Sister Paul Wright from Nyassa land 
were the morning speakers, and Sister 
Daisy Kennedy spoke in the afternoon. 
The Lord blessed, and their inspiring 
messages enlarged our vision. We had 
a canned foods shower for Brother and 
Sister Wright and Sister Kennedy. Two 
tables were filled with canned goods of 
all descriptions. Each church brought a 
report of the work in the local W.M.C. 
These were very interesting and gave 
us new ideas. One fourth of the offerings 
of the day amounted to $12.51, which is 
for the District fund.

She 
would welcome a visit from the ladies 
so they could see her lovely pillow cases, 
doilies, aprons, and all the other lovely 
things. She regrets that she had to take 
the utility doll apart, but she needed the 
things it was made of. This was from 
Reno, Nevada, Other things were from 
the Palo Alto young matrons group, 
Santa Rosa, Martinez, Glad Tidings, San 
Francisco, and other places. She says: 
“I praise God for these precious sisters 
and may the Lord continue to bless them 
as we labor together for Him.” 


From Japan comes a letter from Ray 
Pedigo, Mrs. James Merwin’s_ brother, 
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with greetings to the W.M.C.’s. Ray re- 
ceived several boxes of things from our 
display at camp this summer. “I would 
like to take this opportunity to thank 
each and every one of you for all the 
lovely things you give me. I want you to 
know that they are appreciated, and that 
I just don’t see how I could possibly get 
along without them. All of the clothing, 
bedding, and other things are coming 
in mighty handy here. It is pretty cold 
in Japan now, and will be getting colder; 
Snow will soon be flying.” He requests 
prayer for the many new converts and 
for meeting places for them. He also sent 
me a list of duty-free articles which can 
be sent in “relief parcels.” I will be glad 
to pass on this information to anyone 
interested in sending to Japan.

Arriving | 
in Singapore you might be a bit disap- 
pointed in seeing some modern build- | 


ings and so many automobiles. However, 


we would take you for a ride through the | 
Chinatowns, and you would see the — 


crowded quarters of the masses in their 
own surroundings, where you could pass 
many hours with many interesting sights 


to behold. 


We read recently that in those sec- 
tions there are approximately 700 people 
to each acre. There is so little gospel 


reaching these masses. Our mission is — 
located in a housing project some dist- 
ance from the regular Chinatown. How- — 


ever, practically everyone who is living 


in these new housing projects were for- — 


merly living in Chinatown. So God is 
giving us an opportunity to reach some 
who have heretofore been closed away in 
unreached Chinatown. 

We are reaching comparatively few 
people. There should be hundreds of 
missions scattered throughout the island. 
There are thousands of shophouses in. 
this citv. One wonders how they all exist, 
and yet to find one empty one in which 


to open a mission is impossible. The ten- 


ement population is practically un- 
touched. If people had radios as they do 
in the States, much could be done in 


getting the gospel into the homes through ~ 


this channel. Radios here are taxed; so 
this may be one reason why so few of the 
poorer people own one. Broadcasting is 
under government control, as in England, 
and it is not easy to get time. We have 


found that it is necessary out here to — 


cpen a mission right where the people 
live. It must be made very accessable 
to them. Even then, those who will pay 
the price to become real believers are 


few. We do praise the Lord for the 70 — 


or so who have accepted Him since our 
beginning some sixteen months ago.

COST OF SUICIDE 


Last February Dr. Leo Szilard sug- 
gested a hydrogen bomb could be rigged 
so as to destroy the whole human race in 
a torrent of radioactive dust. Other 
atomic scientists, including Dr. Albert 
Emstein, were swift to agree with the 
noted Hungarian-born physicist that 
such a weapon was theoretically possible. 


Recently Dr. James B. Arnold, brilliant, 
boyish physicist of the University of 
Chicago’s Institute for Nuclear Studies 
stated that the weapon would have to 
be enormous, perhaps two and a half 
times as heavy as the battleship Missouri, 
and the explosive charge of heavy hydro- 
sen would alone cost a minumum of 
$2,000,000,000 (the budget of the entire — 
Manhattan project) while the price might 
run twenty times as high, depending on 
the efficiency of the bomb. 


The cobalt shell would weigh from 
10,000 to 100,000 tons, compared with 
the 2,500 tons of cobalt consumed in the 
United States in 1948 at a cost averaging 
about $1.60 per pound. 


There is still considerable doubt that 
a hydrogen bomb can be detonated. 
Atomic Energy Commission member 
Sumner Pike has rated the H-bomb “be- 
tween possible and probable.” 


Perhaps the most hopeful aspect is 
that Arnold and Szilard agree it seems 
extremely difficult to confine the lethal 
range of a hydrogen-cobalt bomb, even 
to a single continent. Those who would 
use the weapon for murder must be 
willing to accept suicide in the bargain.

Religion Under Russian Rule 


It is reported that sixty per cent of 
the Lutheran churches of Lithuania are 
now closed. Only one bishop has es- 
caped deportation. Taxes higher than 
congregations can pay have been levied 
on church buildings, so that the Soviet 
administration will soon be in possession 
of them all. 


In Estonia there is a tax on confirma- 
tion. Each child confirmed must pay 
1,000 rubles. Christian funerals are taxed 
at 1,500 rubles. 


A secret church exists among Baltic 
peoples deported to Siberia, according 
to a Swedish report. There is nothing 
visible of this church, which numbers 
a million members, but in the evening the 
prisoners from the labor camps come to- 
gether for devotions. Atheistic training 
given to the children is counteracted by 
secret religious instruction organized by 
this underground church. 


Parochial Schools 


The !nternational Council of Religious 
Education gives the following figures on 
the number of church-operated schools 
in the United States, and the pupils at- 
_ tending. The Roman Catholics have 

10,188 schools with an enrollment of 
2,606,000. The Lutherans, 1,296 schools 
with enrollment of 96,000. The Seveuth- 
day Adventists, 970 schools with en- 
rollment of 35,000. Reformed Churches, 
120 schools with enrollment of 21,000. 
The Assemblies of God have three 
schools operated by local churches. Of 
these various groups, the Roman Cath- 
clic is the only church asking for public 
school funds for parochial schools, for 
the Protestants recognize the necessity 
of preserving the traditional American 
principle of the separation of church and 
state. 

Five-Year Defense Program 

Weapons “more terrible” than the 
atom bomb which “could destroy civil- 
ization on earth” make necessary an 
American five-year program of military 
preparedness costing ultimately almost 
$19,000,000,000 a year. 

This is the conclusion reached after 
months of study by the Congressional 
airpolicy board in a report nearing com- 
pletion for submission to the House and 
Senate. 

Other and more terrible weapons have 
been developed, the employment of 
which in war is, to us, well nigh unthink- 
able. Among these are radioactive dust, 
bacteria, biological poison and_ toxic 
gases. The effects of these weapons, if 
used, could destroy civilization on earth 


- certainly civilization as we know it.” 
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Internal Blows 


Governor Earl Warren declared in a 
recent speech, “No enemy boring from 
within ever can deal as cruel or effective 
a blow as can that public official who is 
dishonest, incompetent, indifferent.” 

Do we as Christians realize our re- 
sponsibility as “public officials” rep- 
resenting Christ. We are watched by the 
public in every walk of life. What kind 
of an impression are we making? Are 
we honest, competent and faithful in our 
Christian standards? Are we as efficient 
in representing Christ's kingdom; as 
we expect our public officials to repre- 
sent our government? 

Reading Versus Other Interests 

Sir Philip Gibbs suggests that the read- 
ing of the Bible is drawing to a close, 
that with the advent of radio, television, 
movies, reading may become only the 
hobby of old-fashioned folk and great 
students.

Pressure And Temptation 

The crime of embezzlement is getting 
to be very common in the U.S. $600,000,- 
000 lifted out of tills of U.S. concerns by 
employees last vear. It is rarely pre- 
nieditated according to experts, but just 
happens when the temptation becomes 
ereat and incomes are shrunk from taxes. 
Often it would not happen except for 
loose bookkeeping methods of the con- 
cerns. 

Persecution 

The Communists have tightened the 
screws on Christians trapped behind 
the Iron Curtain. Reports out of Hungary 
are that many of the 9,000 monks and 
nuns expelled from monasteries and 
convents when 63 Catholic orders were 
liquidated, have been arrested. In East 
Germany the Communist government 
outlawed the Jehovah’s Witnesses, and 
jailed more than 1,500 Witnesses. In all 
Communist-dominated countries a syste- 
matic drive has been launched to steep 
the youth in Red dogma. All pre-war 
textbooks have been destroyed; the new 
ones eliminate any reference to religion.

It might be used to pr 
duce casualties in large numbers or i 
such a way that only a few cases wou! 
be needed to demoralize a whole pope 
lation. Germ warfare epitomizes t 
total war that is now ready for use.”

It is 100 per cent fate 
to man; it’s 10,000 times as poisonous af

plane can carry enough to destroy til 
population of the earth. aa 
Using this toxin, saboteurs can easilif 
annihilate the population of any cit% 
Russian or American. Twenty-fiyy 
pounds of it evenly dispersed will conf 
taminate 1,000,000,000 gallons of watef 
to the extent that three swallows will 5 
a lethal dose. Since it doesn’t act ff 
about nine hours, normally every res¥ 
dent of a city would have consumed f 
lethal does before its presence was note 
in the water. aE 
Northwestern University announce¢ 
that its chemists had isolated a sulif 
stance of such toxicity that “one-quarte 
pound dropped in the water supply of } 
city of 100,000 would kill every inhab} 
itant.” 4 
Melioidosis, a disease of the Mala 
Archipelago, is “perhaps the most forni} 
idable potential agent for germ warfareq 
It is highly fatal, foreign, mysteriou 
hard to diagnose until after death; q 
83 cases observed in man only two auf 
known to have survived. t 
Bible is Credited With . 
Saving Soldier’s Life 
A Bible carried into battle in Kore} 
by army Corporal Douglas Cook is cree} 
ited with saving his life. Cook, a 19 yee} 
old soldier from Grand Rapids, Michi} 
gan, is in the Naval hospital in Bethsedeg 
Md. He was wounded. on the Masa 
front August 14. A machine gun bullef 
tore through his legs and penetrated hai 
way through the Bible he carried in § 
pants pocket. Hospital authorities sai: 
that if the Bible had not been in the way 
the bullet probably would have killeg
